Nearby Halla. 


Chicago, Ju ly 8.— Great disorder oe- 
l m red at the Northwestern station 
when 3000 men and boys. colored and 
white, fought and struggled around the 
train which brought Jack Johnson in­ 
to Chicago. 
Sixty police officers 
with 
drawn 
clubs were unable to control the shout­ 
ing throng, and they rushed the sta­ 
tion platform and virtually captured 
aud took possession of the depot and 
train sheds 
Many men and boys 
were 
sent 
sprawling onto the tracks near the 
platforms when the crowd 
back of 
them pushed and kicked In an effort 
to reach the coach which contained 
the colored fighter. 
Johnson finally escaped In a cab 
through a lane which the police had 
cleared for him and was driven to hit 
home, which was surrounded by an 
immense crowd, mostly colored per­ 
sons. 
Nearly a hundred persons were cut, 
bruised, shaken up and trampled In 
the wild rush of the mob at the rail­ 
road station. It is not believed that 
any one was seriously Injured. 
“ Theres the boy that brought the 
bacon home,” shouted one. catching 
sight of Jobnson as the latter stepped 
from the train. 
“ Oh. 
you 
lion tamer," yelled an­ 
other. 
The hlg fighter shook hands with 
those nearest him at the station as 
he elbowed his way to the street and 
entered an automobile. 
Thirty or more 
machines, loaded 
with Johnson's admirers, fell in be­ 
hind 
At his home the Eighth Regi­ 
ment band played “ Tbs Conquering 
Hero.” The big fellow’s mother stood 
In the doorway, tears coursing down 
her cheeks 
“ Hello, mammy." shouted her son. 
Her arms were thrown about hit 
neck and they entered the house to­ 
gether. 
Friends of the colored pugilist pur­ 
posed making a hero out of the fighter 
by parading through the streets with 
a brass band and a |>olice escort, but 
neither the mayor nor the chief of 
police was in sympathy with the plan 
of lionizing a man whose only claim 
to fame was the doubtful honor of be­ 
ing the best professional fighter in 
the world, and they said "N o.” with 
emphasis to the committee who ap­ 
plied for the permit. 
The Eighth Regiment band was sta­ 
tioned on the lawn at Johnson's home, 
while the colored Elks' band played at 
the Pekin theater and other overflow 
resorts. 
At Johnson's home theer was an 
immense chicken dinner for as many 
friends as could crowd in and around 
the place. There were speeches and 
hand music, singing followed by danc­ 
ing. in all the adjacent halls, in the 
Johnson 
residence, and the appear 
ante later of Johnson at the Pekin 
theater.
